(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 2, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the admitted prior art. The admitted prior art of Fig. 7 discloses the claimed 
invention except for the refrigerant tank connected to the high-temperature refrigerant 
circuit. The provision of a tank connected to the high-temperature circuit is seen to be a 
mere obvious duplication of parts, especially in view of the refrigerant tank17 connected 
to the low-temperature circuit. 

3. Claims 3-14 are allowed. 

4. Applicants arguments filed April 19, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. It appears that Applicant's reasons for the tank in the high- 
temperature circuit are equally applicable to the low-temperature circuit. The fact that 
the pressures in the high-temperature circuit are much higher than in the low- 
temperature circuit do not mean that there is not a need for pressures to be balanced 
out by the presence of a tank. 

5. Likewise, the need for the use of a compact compressor motor in the high 
temperature circuit must also exist in the low temperature circuit. The need for the 
reduction of noise and power consumption must necessarily exist in both circuits.
